The expenses of administering the funds 
were ail met by the discounts obtained through prompt payment of 
bills. No money was spent on large salaries. 

When those who officered the other welfare agencies asked the 
Secretary of War for a ruling whereby no more than 10 per cent of 
the fund would be spent for “creature comforts” for free distribu- 
tion to the boys, the Knights had already spent much more than 
10 per cent and declared their readiness to return the money to the 
different counties from which it came unless they could continue! - 
their policy of giving everything free.

Athletic goods by t 
ton were then supplied to the boys, and creature comfo: 
given out lavishly. 

They gave the boys a real Christmas, not only on Chri 
day, but up to New Years, including not only candies, pat 
other things that the boys would have had at home on Christ 
but plum pudding was served for seven days. 

As soon as the soldiers began to returng the Knights | 
lished Employment Bureaus in every large city and had 
members go about from factory to factory, from merchant to 
chant, to find jobs for the boys. > 

The Knights never inquired whether the soldier had any oe 
ligious affiliation or not, whether he was Catholic or not. When the 7 

soldier filled out the card for employment or for any other atten. 
tion, there was no query about his religion to be ered. 

They have offered 100 scholarships to retu soldiers in the 
leading colleges and universities of the land. 

The Knights have interested themselves much in rehabilitating 
the wounded soldier, and in entertaining him at those sas 
where they were held until completely discharged. 

These, and many other kinds of service too numerous to sia 
tion were the unselfish, patriotic contribution of the Order of the 
Knights of Columbus from the beginning of the war down to this 
date. Until the last boy will have returned home, their disinter®

COMMUNITY WORK FOR COUNCILS OF THE 
KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS. 


Columbus Day falls at a time when Knights, who 
are enrolled under his standard, should awaken from 
their summer inactivity and earnestly .apply them- 
selves to serious work for Church and country. Here 
are some things the Knights should interest them- 
Selves in: 


(1) SOCIAL PROBLEMS. They should under- 
stand the principles on which the great question of 
Capital and Labor should be settled. 

They would do well to hold night school about 
once a week and, under a competent leader, study the 
program prepared by the four Bishops who repre- 
sented the Catholic Hierarchy of the United States as 
a War Council. This program, in pamphlet form, may 
be had, free of charge, from the National Catholic 
War Council, 930 Fourteenth St., N. W., Washington, 
D.C. Order a copy for every member of your Coun- 
cil and let him use it as a text-book at these gather- 
ings. There is considerable good literature in book 
form obtainable for the use of instructors. The latest 
is the Goldstein-Avery book, entitled “Bolshevism— 
Its Cure.” Father Husslein’s volume published last 
year and named “The World Problem,” is also very 
good. 

(2) LITERATURE, Insist on every member 
of your branch of the Order subscribing to a Catholic 
paper. Havea LITERATURE COMMITTEE in your 
Council, whose members will interest themselves in 

lacing a Catholic paper in every home of the parish 
n the Public Library, in hotels, in the lodge rooms of 
other fraternay orders. A paper like OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR should reach the desk of editors, the homes 
of teachers, lawyers and other professional men. In 
every K. of C. Council Reading Root there should be 
a Book-Rack stocked with pamphlets dealing with 
doctrinal, moral, historical and social questions. Our 
offica publishes about sixty such and they wholesale 
from lc to 7c. The Book-Rack could be made more 
than self-sustaining, and do wonderful educational 
work at the same time. 

(3) BIG BROTHER WORK. Knights, in every 
community, should interest themselves, through a 
Committee, in children who “are up against it,” 
either because of poverty, because of being fatherless, 
or because of bad environment. They should be “big 
brothers” to the foreigner, teach him English, prepare 
him for citizenship, make him feel at home among 
American-born Catholics and remove him from the 
influence of radical agitators. 

(4) LECTURE COURSE. During the winter 
the Knights should have a public program once in two 
weeks, or at least once a month, on the order of the 
Chautauqua lectures and musicals., Through the sale 
of tickets a series of instructive lectures would be both 
a source of revenue and of education. It is time for 
our Catholic Societies to balance the light forms of 
entertainment they so frequently hold by something 
intellectually profitable. 

Strive to make yours the most progressive Order 
in your town or city by doing something worth while 
for all the people. Men like to be connected with an 
organization that kas life and “push.” You will re- 
tain the interestwof your present membership and in- 
crease the size of your ranks if “by your fruits people 
will know you.”
